As the. Egyptians. Etruscan* and 


Greeks wae artistic, so, it seems, a» 
the Abyssinians. Aa is known, a great 
organ has been ordered from Berlin for 
the cathedral of Adto Abeba, the resi- 
dence of Emperor Menelik, and a/cele- 
brated Busaian painter, Vladtoeow, ia 
going there, to paint the NegiM as he 
appeared at the battle of Adowa. The 
cathedral of Adis Abeba, Is composed of 
two churches, one Inside the other. The 
outside one is open to all the faithful, 
wbile the inner is reserved for the sa- 
cred person of the Negna and bis 
family. Emperor Menelik, It seems, 
has an artistic fancy. He wished the 
outer walls of the Inner *hurch to be 
decorated with religions pictures, and 
ordered, under the fi^st Crisp! cabinet, 
the pictures in Italy, sending the meas- 
ures of the walls and the windows 
which break them. The Italian govern- 
ment received the order' with great 
pleasure, and commissioned several 
artists to paint the pictures, which were 
almost finished when Baa Makonnen 
came to Italy as ambassador eztraor- 
' dinary. At Turin he saw the pictures, 
but they did not please him, the artists 
having given them the appearance of 
tapestrw and they were forthwith re- 
fused. 
The •admission was again given, this 


time to artists in Borne. Has Makonnen 
called to examine the sketches, ap- 
proved them on the whole, but suggest- 
ed certain changes. The interpreter 
was'embarrassed for words to convey

"Our view*1 as to wh»t constitutes 


great achievemeBta," laid the middle- 
aged man, vary vr<% our years. I,well 
remember the time when I looked upon' 
the boy» who could Bfi«ll such words as 
•immateriality* and -Incompatibility' 
without mistake, and -wonder. 


"As the words In the spelling book 


Increased la number of syllables there 
were fewer and fewer words,to the les- 
son. There might be in the . two-syl- 
labled words lessons whose columns«I 
wowds reached half or three-qua?ters of 
the way down the page, and with five 
or six columns across the page. Those 
seven and eight-syllabled words wereln 
short lessons, only seven or eight words 
deep, and only two or three Columns 
across the page. But, short as they 
were, these short, compact blocks of 
words of many syllables presented to 
the younger boys, who occasionally 
looked forward In the spelling book at 
them, difficulties that seemed absolute- 
ly insurmountable, and when the 
youngsters leard the older boys spell 
"these words out en exhibition, days at 
the close of a term, or on days when the 
trustees paid the school a visit, why it 
seemed the highest imaginable achieve- 
ment. 
VThls highest class, few in number, 


Hk« the long words in the booh, would 
be ranged in a»row in front of the seats, 
between the seats and the teacher's 
platform, -upon which sat the-trustees. 
This spelling was the culmination of 
the-«xercises, and the whole school was 
interested, and everyone was anxious 
that the class shonld acquit itself cred- 
itably, and the younger pupils like my- 
telf believed that the trustees must be 
greatly impressed. 


"'Immateriality,' comes from the 


teacher, .standing-book in:hand at one 
«nd of the platform, to the head of the 
clans, who repeats the word and pro- 
ceeds,to spell it: 
" 'Immateriality. I-m, im, m-a. ma, 


im-ma, t-«, te, im-ina-te r-i ri, immaterf, 
a-1, lmrma-te-riral, 1, im-ma-te-ri-al-i; 
t-y ty, immateriality.' 


"He is prompt and cconfldent from 


start to finish, but the whole school 
follows him . breathlessly and feels 
easier when lie has finished. 


" 'IndestruQtibility,' says the teacher, 


looking at the nest boy, and he' repeats 
It and goes on with it confidently: 


"'Indestructibility. I-n in, d-e de, 


in-de, s-t-r-u-c struc, indestruc, t-1 tS, 
in-d*e-Btn«*ti, b-i-I, bil, in-de-struo-ti- 
bil, i, in-de-struo-ftbil-i-, t-y: ty, inde- 
structibility.' 


"And- so it rattles along, everyone 


prompt and correct until the teacher 
gives out °ne of the lon£ word* *° a 
timid, shy little lellow who is fairly 
overcome by the presencepf the.trustees. 
and .the general solemnity and high 
tension of the whole occasion. 
He 


flounders and flounders over it hope- 
lessly, with a faijft and shrinking 
•'voice. The teacher repeats the, Word, 
enunciating- the syllables separately, 
with an almost painfnl distinctness, to 
Impress them upon the little chap's 
mind, but he only flounders the more. 
One of the trustees looks stern, and the 
other two look kindand sympathetic and 
presently the sterji man comes around, 
too, but the youngster breaks down ut- 
terly, and the teacher, gives the word 
to'the next boy; That boy doesn'teeaUze 
at all the .timid terror of the boy who 
has just failed; he isn't that kind of a 
boy, and he rattles the word oft boldly 
and glibly. .And so it goes round and 
round, till«the -words of the lesson are 
all given out. The.little chap who failed 
the 'first time comes up. Valiantly the 
second .time, and spells his word 
promptly and correctly, whereat all the 
trustees, the stern one included, smile 
encouragingly. 


' "From first to last, half a dozen 01 
more words are bungled by one boy and 
another, but still the school feels that 
the class has done very well, and as for 
me, being a small boy and only as far 
as the two-syllabled words, I go home 
to tell my folks of the wonderful deedi 
performed that day by So-and-so of our 
school in .the spelling examination, and 
of the particularly tremendous fcatoi 
Wiggles, the smallest boy in the class, 
who, never missed a word."—-N. Tf. Sun.
